Dr. Bibbee wae bora at Letart, Ohio, 


Feb. 21,1863, and wae educated in tbe 
convuon soboolaoflrontOD,Ohio, gradn* 
atiog in medicine from tbe Miami Medi- 
ae) College, Cincinnati, in I860, with the 
highest honors ot hie clws. Immediately 
upon graduation the deceased weat to 
Wichita, Kama*, where be at once en- 
tend upon the practice ot hie profession. 
He was one ot tbe pbyaioTana who founded 
tbe Pathological Society still in existence. 
Two ot tbe members of the eociety were 
with tbe doctor at bis death. Daring bis 
residence there Dr. Bibbee was one of 
the meet prominent physicians at Wichi- 
ta. He made lhn otudy of kidney acd 
kindred diseases a specially, and located 
in Chicago io October last to devote bis 
whole time to his special work, Dr. 
Bibbee and two physician* were out walk- 
ing during Sunday afternoon, Jan. 24, 
and that evening tbs family and gueat* 
had a eooia) time together, The follow- 
ing day the Doctor waa prostrated by a 
violent attack of pneumonia, aud died at 
1 SO p. m, Thursday, Jnn. 28 Sept. 16, 
1800, Dr. Bibbee became the husband of 
Uiee Kate Pwk, at tbe borne ot the bride's 
parents, Mr. and Mre, Harry Fiek at 825 
West Mam etreet, Dr. Fenhallegon per- 
forming the ceremony. The widow sur- 
vives. There are no children, Tbe par- 


1 ents ot tbe deceased and two yonnger 


brothers sod a etstcr are living. 


In Cbicngo tbe deceased wiie attended 


by Dr. J. 8. Foot?, between whom and 
Dr. Bibbee ttierewasaremnrkabiystrong 
nttaobment. Th»y met flr»t at Wichita, 
aod when Dr B, went to Chicago, Dr. 
Foote in ft few months also removed to 
Gutosgo, and from tbe beginning ot their 
acquaintance tbe two pbymciaae loved 
each olber aa brother*, Dr. Footo was 
taken eick on Thursday, and because of 
bte illoees be coutd not attend tbe funeral 
of bis friend.

Conventions. 


The cew election law makes radio*! 
han^es in the method of creating ticket* 
r lists ot candidates, ae well as in th* 


method of voting. Although tbe law bM 
wen in force since July, 1891, it ie trot 
lat few bave given it attention enongk 


become familiar with its proviiaow; 


nd nnles there is improvement in thi* 
ireotion,many ot our township election^ 
hiob are the firet to be held under tb* 
ew law, will be illegally held. 


CANDIDATES, 


No political party which did not cast X 
er cent, of tte total vote at the state, 
istrict, connty, city, yill»ge or township 
lection next preceding, as tbe CAM tnij 
be, can put cut a ticket by mean a at * 
convention canons or meeting. Political 
>artks having so cast 2 per cent, of tbi 
otal vote can name a ticket by conven- 
ion, but in rase of n state ticket or * 
iatrict ticket, Hie convention mast b* 
ield and tbe nominees certified nndw 
»tb by the chairman and secretary ot 
be convention to the eearetary of etato 
t bast 30 days before the election; in 
oaee ot a connty ticket tbe ccnveDtio* 
anst be held and the nominees certified 
.nd sworn to by the chairman and secn- 
ary of the convention at leaat 30 day* 
before tbe election, and in case of town- 
hip ticket the convention must be heU 
,nd nominees certified and sworn to by 
be chairman and secretary of the con- 
vention to tbe town clerk at least 15 
daya before the election. In case ot city 
and village tickets, the nomination* 
must be certified to tbe city or villagaj 
clerk at least 15 days before election. 


It will be observed that these proTla- 


ons apply to political parties only, and 
p.-eclndejtbe poeeibility of a convention 
>uHicgnp mongrel or mixed tickets, to 
>e named "Peoples' Ticket," 
"Union 


Ticket," etc., etc. Such tickets, how- 
ever, an Jer another provision ot the law, 
may be brought out by nomination 
ispere, as follows: For a elate ticket,,*! 
1,000 qualified voters ot tbe state sign * 
nomination paper containing tbo name* 
of tbe persons they desire to bave upon 
the ticket, and certify the same to tb* 
secretary of state. It, tor a district, or * 
city having more than C,000 population, 
nomination papers, signed in theaggifj 
gate for each candidate by at leaat on* 
qualified voter for eacb 50 persons who 
voted at the previous election, bat in no 
caae lees than 25 signatures, certified to 
the proper officer B. If in caae of * 
township, village, preoinct or ward, end 
in cities ot fees than 5,000 population, 
nomination papers signed by at least 5 
per cent, of the votes cast at tbe preview 
election and certified to t Us proper offi- 
cer. In all cases persons signing nomi- 
nation papeiel maeb givetbeir residency 
and no man can sign more than one such 
paper, and tbe name of no nominee CM 
appear on two tickets. All tickets made 
by conventions or nominating papatti 
must be named, and in no case can tbe 
name have more than five wonlB. 
In case a nominee refuses tbe nomina- 


tion or dies before election provision ia 
made in tbe law for filling tbe vacancy. 


All nominating papers must be filed 


witb the proper officers not later than the 
time specified in the law for tickets pot 
out by conventions. 


After tbcee certificates are filed with 


the proper officers they are subject and 
may be objected to, and each objeetiou 
must be beard by officers designated by 
the law tor tbat purpose. These provi*- 
iona operate to avoid a multitude <K 
tickets and mixed tickets. Township 
and city officers should bear these provis- 
ions in mind sod acquaint their voter* 
with tb»m so that tickets are brought 
out according to taw, otherwise there maj 
be serious legal trouble about officers.

This raeervoir ii on); large enough 
to produce the newaaary reduction in 
prewnre and tolds the air until the 
handle ot the valve to returned to its 
normal position, when ooaamnication to 
the signal pipe leshat offaod the air in 
the reservoir is ezbaoatod into the atmos- 
phere. For » bain of ordinary length a 
discharge valve with a reservoir of about 
one pint capacity is toaod to be Urge 
enough, but oabooaea are fitted with a 
second one of about doable the size 
for trwtflot forty or fifty oara. The sig- 
nal valve is of the tuna! form, bat has, in 
place ot the usual diaphragm, a light 
platoD which rieee with a rod notion ot 
train pipe presents, and'opene a passage 
between the amall reservoir and the pipe 
leading to the whistle, which blows until 
(he preemre in signal pipe and reservoir 
is equal zed. There is no variation in 
the length of tha blaet for a given train, 
except io ease ot a bad leak or breaking 
in two of the train.
